A force of une hnndred 
trainmen ha.s bfen Recnrt'd from various 
Burronn(liii;r pointii. iitul no trouble \» an 
ticipated fi-njn the sti ik'Ts, most of whom 
intimated tliat tiiey will return to work 
The mtftliod adopted by the men to en 
force their demands is not sanctioned by

The switchmen here have returned t< 
work voluntarily and the plan adojited 
by (ieneral Manager Bradbury, it 
generally l)elieved, will jit-ove the mean; 
of terminating the difKculty. The men 
may return to work, liaviiig the .issur 
ancp of tlie managmnent that tlieir de 
niands will be fairly considered. The 
strike has not spread to P'ort Waynt 
Cincinnati and Louisville as w;i.s report 
cd. Private advices received here stati 
that President Ramsey, of the Peoria 
and Pekin Union, (secured eiiougl 
HwitchnieTi to break up the strike at 
Peoria, and he says he will stop tbe 
trooble ^ it coata the whole road. 

Serio«a Trouble Feared In Itoaton. 
Bomoir. Aug. 23.— Fears are enter 
tained of eeriooi trouble amon^ the 
Newton eewer atrikers. The Italians 
were paid their July wages yesterday, 
hat were still dis.iatisfied and demandeci 
that they also be paid for August. The 
excitement l)ecame so inteoHe that the 
Italian paymaster sought police protec- 
tion. Contractor Killen visited the Ital- 
iac camp yesterday, but upon being 
warned tnat his life was in dutiger with 
drew qtdckl}' from the camp. After 
Killen's departure the Italians held 
meeting, and as a result marched 4(Ml 
strong to Nonant square with the inten- 
tion of demanding their wages of Killen. 
The jiolice were n()tifie<l. and drove the 
excited men back to their caiiij). All i.- 
quiet at a lute hour, though trouble may 
ennie at any minnte.

PSOBIA, Aog. 89.— Notwit hatand- 
Ing the threat of the etriking twitch- 
men two freight trains were sent oat »t 
nooa jreatardiqr. A Toledo, Peovia am 
Western train waa made np on the eaat 
■id* of the rirv and anned men atatioo 
*d on top of the can. The trabi then 
ran throogh the yards at faU speed. The 
strikers were drawn np in a long line 
just ontside the yaids, oat made no at 
tempt to stop the train. A Big Foui 
train was then made np and sent out. It 
was brokm twice, hot the men pulling 
the pins were promptly arrested. All of 
tbe new men employed by the company 
are armed and swom ia aa deputy 
sheriffs. 

striken 8tni Firm. 
Lafayette, Ind., Aog. 22.— The strik 
ers here are atill Urm. The meeting of 
strikers has appointed a committ^ to 
visit Michigan City, Peru, Lima. Peoria 
and Indianapolis to confer with the 
strikers there. The committee applied 
for passes and were refused, whereapon 
when the 12:45 p. m. passenger tmtin 
east reached here the strikers uncoupled 
all but the mail car from the engine and 
threatened lo detain the rest t>f the 
train. Thereupon the passes were forth' 
coming and tbe train was pannittedto 
proceed.

St. MAii> "s, ()., Aug. '.i-'. — Busineas ie 
being seriously affected here by the 
Lake llrie and Western strike. All 
large laauufacturers are li.uiling goods 
by wagon to the nearest railroad jnant 
and incurriiiL' enormous expense.

AW ARMMOVtMENT. 

StKte MllItU to Ha fUceil Uotier >'»tlonBl 

I'ay and .Sii|»Tvialnn. 

St. Lons, Ang. 22.— The Post-Dia- 
patch »ays: A movement has been aet 
on foot to put the militia of the statee 
nnder national pay and snpervlsioB. It 
was started by olBcers of the regular 
army at Camp Wickham, Mo., the other 
day and circulars and oersonal letters 
concerning it are now flying ^ck and 
fast about the country. It is the most 
radical plan to change the condition of 
the militia of the oomitry that has risen 
since the war. 

A day or two before the tents of the 
Camp wiokham were strack. Colonel 
MUton Moore called together all the 
soldiers who were in camp, and said 
that two officctB of the army wiahed to 
address them on a sabjcet of prime im- 
portance to the militia. The ofBoers 
were Lientenant Robert K. Erans, of 
tbe Twelfth infantry, and Lieutraant 
Joseph B. Batchelor, of th« Twenty- 
fourth infantry. lisatsoMit BTans is 
stationed at Fort Leavenworth and had 
come to Camp Wiokham with tha regu- 
lar army detail assigned to assist in the 
camp instruction. 

CHEROKE ES ON T HE~ STRIP. 

Many Thoaaanda of Cattl« Hava Already 

H«pn Trniiitrfrrf <1. 

Akkansvs CiTV, Kan., Aug. 22.— 
Every tr.iin brinus a score or more of 
(!lierokeer, to this city, and asmanymore 
are congregating at Caldwell. Already 
deals have been made for the transfer of 
l()0,tKK) cattle from tbe cattle barons to 
the C'herokees. and locations for half a 
d> 'zen large ranches have been selected. 
Henry G. Woods, of Tablequah, will op- 
erate an imi neiue ranch near the Santa 
Fe. south of here, and all the eastern 
strip of cattle will be in his name. About 
one hundred Cherokees are already on 
the strip, selecting homestead claims, 
and it is annotmced br leaders of the 
movement that 500 will foUow within a 
week. Each will select a good claim 
and hold it against soldiers or white set- 
tlers. Their plan is to settle the best 
part of the strip with Cherokees and let 
the whites buy the balance.

Baldwin, a pale, sickly looking woman, 
and the mother of five young children, 
was arrested at Cridsrsville yesterday 
and brought before Justice Graham on 
a charge of forgery preferred by Thorn- 
ton IfitoheU, caaUar of tbaCaiybank.

It is allMed that sha formd the name 
of her father-in-law, Caleb Baldwin, a 
prosptfrous fanner near Cridersville, to 
two notes amounting to |275. Her htis- 
band was arrested at SL Maxr's as an 
accomplice. Eaoh charges the other 
with the crime. The woman was re- 
manded to the county jail to await trial, 
The case is a peonliarlv sad one.

Heavy Electrical Storm. 
Bloomisoton, Ind., Aug. 22.— The 
hea>'ie8t electrical storm ever known in 
the history of this city passed over 
Thursday night, accompanied by a dash 
ing rain. The lightning seemed like { 
sheet of lire, and was so close as to cause 
general alarm. The residence of John 
Beatty was struck, but was little dam 
aged. A bolt of electricitv set fire to the 
top of the Catholic churcn spire, and in 
answer to the fire bells tiiis brought out 
the people in the midst of a droiching 
rain. The branch on the east side of the 
city flooded its banks, and a number of 
honsss wete inondi^ted. Much damage 
resulted. The Monon trains are lying 
here waiting for washouts to be repaired 
South of the city a tornado passed, do 
ing great damage to timber and stand 
ing com.

SMY HALF TOLD. 

Further Reports of the Cyclone 
at Martinique. 

OVER TWO HUNDRED KILLED. 



Thm latartor Tewna Kot Tat HaaHl fraa, 

and It is Relieved Thmt the Diiantar 
Wm Murh Greater Than »t Firat Re* 
ported — Other Foreign News. 

Paws, Aug. 22. -Additional details re- 
ceived here from St. Pierre, capital of 

the island of Martinique, which was 
visited by a terrible hurricane on Tues- 
day night last, show that the facts al- 
ready published are not only in no way 
exaggerated, but that they did not t^ 
the full story of the disaster. The nam- 
her of dead was originally estimated at 
sixty, with hundreds of injtired. 

The latest dispatches received here an- 
nounce that 218 people are found to have 
been killed in the coast to^Kois alone, the 
towns in the interior not having been 
heard from as yet. There is no doubt 
that the loss of life in the interior towns 
may have been as great, if not greater, 
than in the coast towns, so it is imrtossi- 
ble at present to even make an eetimate 
of the number of people who lost their 
lives throngh the cyclonic disturbance 
which brought so much ruin and dsso* 
lation to the nnfortnnate island. 

The difiiculry experienced in forming 
a correct est imate as to the ntmiber of 
people who lost their lives on Tuesday 
night at Martinique is greatly due the 
fact that the roads leading into and 
from the interior of the island have been 
rendered absolutely impassible. These 
roads are blocked in some cases for sev- 
eral miles by fallen trees and displaced 
earth and rocks. 
Several days may elapse before the 

?:ovemor of Martinique is able to give 
he home government a detailed ac- 
count of the disaster which has fallen 
upon the inhabitants of that island. 

It is known, hvwever, that houses, 
cropsand treesfromoneendof Martinqne 
to the other have been demolished or 
flattened down beyond hojjes of recov- 
ery. Tbe loss to the coffee and sugar 
plantets will be raqr gwet. 

Hardahlpi of Bnastaa Jews. 

Hambi'K(4. Aug. 22.— Twenty families 
of exiled Rusnian Jews arrived here 
Wednesday in most destitute circum- 
stances. They tell a most pitiful tale of 
hardship and soJferiBg. 'while crossing 
the Rmisian border they were set upon 
by PoUsh and Russian outlaws, robbed 
of everything they had besides having 
their handsome young women abdncted. 
They are in charge of the Jewish Relief 
sodetv here which will send them to 
Amenea in a few days. 

The Holj Gwrt Vavallad. 

Thbvbs, Aug. 99.— The nnreflingof 
the holy coat mada m deep impresnon. 
The Cathedral waa thronged with a 
motley gathering, whose nodam ap- 
pearance contrasted with the mediaeval 
ceremonies. Prussian offlocra were there 
in uniform, Enslish tourists in thalr 
light tweeds and the bourgeois hi evan* 
ing dress. Aged cripplee and snilaws 
from naarlyevsnr ohronio oomplaiwt 
were in the cro wd. 

Money CriiU In I'nrtiiKal. 
L(iNiH)N. Aug. 22.— The Times pub- 
lished a Lisbon dispatch of Aug. 14 
which the Portuguese authorities refused 
to transmit, declaring that the money 
crisis was becoming so acute that gold 
and silver had disappeared ttom circula- 
tion, copper was very rara and trade 
stagnant. 

Uiike ot Cleveland Dead. 

Lo.NDON. Aug. 22. —Harry (ieorge 
Powlelt. Duke of Cleveland, is dead. 
He w;is born April 19, 1H0I5, and was 
formerly a nieniber of i)arliameiit tor 
liurliam aiul for Hastings. He waa de- 
scended from tbe famous Sir HeBTJ 
Vane, of Cromwell's time. 

ShuttlBa Down OB Exports. 

• London, Aug. 22.— A St. Petersburg 
dispatch to The Times saj 8 that, despite 
official denials, it is still asserte<l that 
a government order has been disi)ati hed 
to all Russi.iii and Polish railways, for- 
bidding them to export any more rye, 
wheat or fl our. 

Kaoeked Down and Robbad. 

Lawrencebubo, Ind., Aug. 22.— Dr. 
G. K. Btitee, of Milan, Ind., is a visitor 
at the fair here. He was returning to 
his hotel from the grounds at about 10 
o'clock Thursday night, when three 
highwavmeii, in the glare of two elec- 
tric lights, jumj^ed from an alley and 
knocked the doctor down. The fellows 
hurriedly went through his iiockets, se- 
curing only i^i in change. In their 
hurry a well-filled pocketbook was over- 
looked. Dr. Stites was cut about the 
head. He says that he was choked into 
insensibility. The highwaymen got 
awav. The doctor is unable to give a 
gooct description of the men.
